1. (Currently Amended) An electrically conductive fabric having a layer o,f metallic 
coating directly onto a sirxglelaver of warp -warps and -wefts weft constituting the fabric,

to 1 10% and that of weft as a constituent of the fabric is 40% to 80%. 
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
